DETAILED ACTION 

Examiner acknowledges receipt of declaration filed 02/20/02, IDS filed 01/29/02, 
amendment A filed 02/13/03 and terminal disclaimer filed 02/12/03. 
1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicants submitted terminal disclaimer to overcome obviousness type double patenting 
over US 6,489,274. 

Collin et al. (US 5,643,555) discloses emulsion that contains polyalkylsilsesquioxane 
particles (abstract and claim 1) and in the cream formulations of examples 1 and 2 specifically uses 
polymethylsilsesquioxane. The polymethylsilsesquioxane in Collin is different from the 
trimethylsilylalkyl-silsesquioxane of the application in that the sesquioxane of the application 
further contains a second alkyl group. 

Nishikata et al. (US 5,888,879) discloses a foundation cosmetic composition that contains 
polymethylsilsesquioxane (example 6) and Nishikata differs from the application by not teaching 
trimethylsilylalkyl-silsesquioxane of the application. 

Harashima et al. (US 5,628,989) discloses antiperspirant/deodorant compositions that 
contain polyorganosilsesquioxane (column 3, line 64 to column 4 line 5) and 
polymethylsilsesquioxane is utilized in powder composition F (column 7, lines 18-43). Harashima 
does not teach trimethylsilylalkyl-silsesquioxane of the application. 

Halloran et al. (US 5,108,738) discloses hair formulation comprising pre-hydrolyzed 
silsesquioxane (abstract, column 5, lines 18-23 and claims 1-8). However the silsesquioxane 
disclosed in Halloran has groups other than alkyl groups in the silsesquioxane (see claims 1, 4, 5 
and 8) and does not therefore teach trimethylsilylalkyl-silsesquioxane of the application.

Legrow et al. (US 6,143,309) discloses cosmetic formulation that contains 
bis(triorganosilyl)hydroxycarboxylate (abstract, column 2, lines 29-67 and claims 1-3) which is not 
the trimethylsilylalkyl-silsesquioxane of the application. 

In light of the discussions on the closest prior art above, the pending claims are allowable.
